NOTES AND COMMENT. 


It would be highly interesting 
if while appointing commissions 
the provincial government 
would name one to investigate 
the financial situation in 
area before sending their em- 
ployees along with petitions 
involving heavy expenditures. 
This section of the country is 
just struggling to its feet after 


an 


several very trying years, in 
which many good men were 
submerged and very many 


others emerged with a load of 
debt which it will take years to 
liquidate. There is no pleasure 
in the fact, but 
there are altogether too many 
mortgages and other financial 
obligations in sight to permit of 
over congratulation in regard 
tu the present position of the 
farming community. Given 
good crops ang good prices for 
ensuing years there would be 
nothing to worry about, but it 
is the prevalence of the idea 
that next year will be a bumper 
that has been the curse of this 
country in the past and even 
now menacesits future, Obliga- 
tions have beeu assumed reckles- 
sly in the belief that 1915 and 
1916 crops and prices may be 
repeated every year, with the 
result that even a partial fail- 
ure is disastrous. Of this 
character is the municipal 
hospital scheme. It is not by 
any means a necessity even if it 
is conceded that it would bea 
desirable acquisition The smal- 
ler hospitals have never been 
able to hold their own against 
the larger institutions where 
the latter were easily availrble. 
The best medical and surgical 
talent will not remain in small 
towns and the average man is 
not going to trust his life or the 
lives of his family in providing 
experience for beginners in the 
surgical profession. The hos- 
pital scheme here is subtle in 
the fact that it will force the 
ratepayer to pay his hospital 
fees at the local point whether 
he patronizes it or not, and 
under such conditions many 
patients will be sent to such an 
institution where good judg- 
ment would indicate the very 
best hospital available. Voting 
for the hospital bylaw fixes a 
tax levy in perpetuity upon the 
land involued, Whether the 
hospital functions to satisfac- 
tion or not the tax is still there. 
Even if there was evidence the 
hospital would prove a satisfac- 
tory institution the present is 
no time to increase municipal 
liabilities by its construction 
when hospital accommodation 
is easily available, which, to the 
minds of most people, is more 
desirable than could be furnish- 
ed by a local institution,

The bacterial count is being used 
more and more as a basis for de- 
termining how much per pound a 
farmer is to be paid for his milk. 
Getting the bacterial count under a 
given figure means millions of dol- 
lars annually to Uncle Sam's dairy- 
men. Dairymen, themselves, are 
alive to this question, and where the 
milk produced is a material part of 
the income from the farm, com- 
plete sanitary precautions are being 
taken to insure a low bacterial count 
in the milk. 

Precautions start at the beginning 
of milk production and continue 
clear through until the time the milk 
is in the hands of the consumer, 
To begin with, properly ventilated, 
easily cleaned stables are provided; 
plenty of bedding is given the cows; 
platforms are built the right length to 
accommodate the particular breed of 
cows that are kept; the gutter is built 
wide and deep; the animal is clipped 
about the udder and flanks period-

The fresh-drawn milk is imme- 
diately removed to the cooling tank 
‘where it is cooled to a temperature 
of 50 degrees to 60 degrees Pahren- 
heit. ¥ 

On receipt at the dairy, the cream- 
ery or the condensery, the same ex- 
treme sanitary precautions prevail. 
White garbed workers who have 
passed medical inspection, who ob- 
serve rules of personal cleanliness 
as well as hygiene in the handling 
of milk and imilk products, go about 
their duties efficiently and intelll- 
gently. Immediately after the -pas- 
teurizing of whole milk, it is bottled 
and capped. The date of bottling is 
stamped on the cap and the milk is

During the past fow weeks there 
would seem tol have been almost an 
epidemic , of fires in the smaller 
homes, and, more regrettable still, 
these fires have resulted in an un- 
usual number of deaths, particularly 
of children says the natural besourees 
{utelligence service of the department 
of the interior= at Ottawa. These 
young lives are being cut off largely as 
the result of carelessness, or negteet 
in taking reasonable precautions. The! 
use of coal oll or gasoline to light or 
foree fires every winter takes its heavy 
toll of lives, while overheated stoves 
and furnaces are accountable for a 
large ‘share of the fire loss among 
Canadian homes, 


Livery precaution should be taken 
against fire. Careful examination 
should be made that no flre dangers 
exist, that all,stovepipes and chimneys 
are safe and whole, that lamps and 
Janierns are not left where small chil- 
dren may upset them, that matchrs, 
the cause of so many fires that result 
in the deaths of children, are kept be- 
yond their reach, and that sparks can- 
nol escape to the floor surrounding 
the stove. When fire does* oceur, 
however, it is of the utmost import- 
ance that a cool head be maintained. 
Getting exeited only delays adopting 
means to fight the fire, and in many 
eases the delay: thus caused permits 
the fire to get beyond control. There’ 
is an old saying that “all fires are the 
sameerize a* the start.” but favorable 
conditions very quickly show their ef 
fect. A few simple precautions wih! 
be of much value in extinguishing a! 
fire in its incipient stages, and the fol- | 
lowing should be so impressed upon!

Ottawa.—The total catch of sea fish | 
on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts dur- | 
ing the month of December was 54,-! 
832,600 pounds, valued at $992,017. 
During the same period in 1924 there | 
were $2,427,100 pounds landed with 
value of $711,424. | 

The increase in the catch is due to. 
the large increase of herring landed 
on the Pacifie coast. 

On the Pacific coast the catch of | 
herring shows a very large increase 
over the same period last year, there 
being 40,585,600 pounds caught and 
landed. while last year for the same 
period only 14,673,200 pounds were 
landed. 

Practically the whole catch was dry 
salted for shipment to the Orient.
